THE PEOPLE REVOLT AGAINST DEBT 
Sign s in dicate that the American people are 
a t least awaken in g to the dan ger of tax -creatin g, 
property -con fiscatin g bon d issues. 
A few weeks ago a special election was held in 
Rhode Islan d, in which the voters were called 
upon to pass on a n umber of proposals for build­ 
in g public works, an d carry in g on other activi­ 
ties in the n ame of relief. In spite of the facts 
tha t passage of all the bills would have in creased 
the state’s bon ded in debtedn ess by about 50 per 
cen t, the “dope” had it that the measures, with 
their political backin g, would pass. 
The “dope” missed. Rhode Islan d citizen s voted 
down all but on e of the measures, by heavy m a­ 
jorities. The measure tha t passed provided for 
direct relief for the n eedy , an d was design ed to 
achieve the n ecessary purpose at a min imum of 
cost — without saddlin g the tax pay ers with un ­ 
n ecessary an d ex pen sive public works. 
A short time later the voters of Californ ia met 
a similar crisis at the polls. Several measures 
which would have put tha t already debb-ridden 
state farther in to debt, were on the ballot. An 
awaken ed citizen ry swun g the ax e — an d when 
the votes were coun ted the measures had taken 
hearty lickin gs. 
It is to be hoped that these election s, in wide­ 
ly separated states, are sy mbolic of the n ation al 
tren d of thought. The most men acin g govern ­ 
m en tal ven tures of recen t y ears have been those 
which have piled debt upon debt, put govern men t 
in to competition with private busin ess, in creased 
tax es, weaken ed state credit an d created in dus­ 
trial fear. This course has made it n ex t to impos­ 
sible to create n ormal jobs because private in dus­ 
try , sole source of productive employ men t, is 
afraid to take chan ces in the face of con fiscatory 
tax ation , legislation an d regulation . We are draw ­ 
in g capital in to tax -free federal bon ds where its 
chief ben efits accrue to our growin g bureaucracy , 
n ot to the people or the n eedy . 


Follow Rhode Islan d an d Californ ia in defeat­ 
in g debt-creatin g bon d issues. 


NATIVE FOOD PRODUCTS 
In the American vegetable garden eight prin ­ 
cipal food products had their origin in the In dian 
crops ex istin g here before the adven t of the 
white man . These in clude bean s, corn , peppers, 
pumpkin s, squash, tomatoes, potatoes an d sweet 
potatoes. Vegetables of old-world origin are far 
more n umerous. The Un ited States departm en t 
of agriculture lists twen ty of importan ce, cucum­ 
bers, eggpllan t, muskmelon s, watermelon s, car­ 
rots, cauliflower, celery , kale an d collard, kohl­ 
rabi, leek, lettuce, on ion s, parsley , parsn ips, peas, 
radish, salsify , spin ach an d turn ips.
